“It is the statement of Gov. 
Orval E, Faubus of Arkansas. 
It is the core of the resolution 
of interposition which he per- 
sonally fathered. Gov. Faubus 
hired the solicitors who circu- 
lated the petitions to place this 
resolution on the ballot. Gov. 
Faubus filed the resolution and 
petitions with the secretary of 
state-on July 5, 1956, and the 
resolution was submitted to the 
people in last November's gen- 
eral election. The people of 
Arkansas by a _ tremendous, 
overwhelming majority gave it 
their thundering approval. 

“Sponsored by the Governor 
of Arkansas, adopted by a tre- 
mendous majority of Arkansas 
voters, the above statement is 
the will of the people of Ar- 
kahsas.”

The effect of these efforts 
may be gleaned from the super- 
intendent’s testimony; (Mr. 
Blossom)—“But there was a 
tremendous amount of opposi- 
tion following the appearance 
of the Governor of Georgia... 
that this plan, which had been 
developed, as I explained, over 
a long peried of time, seemed 
to be driven out of everybody's 
mind. ... In the minds of peo- 
ple who talked to me the thing 
that became prevalent (was), 
"We don’t have to do this when 
the Governor of Georgia says 
nobody else has to do it.’”

On July 9, 1957, what pur-

The record firmly establishes 
that although the Negro chil- 
dren attended Central High 
Schoot during the 1957-58 
school term under the protec- 
tion of federal troops, and 
later, federalized National 
Guardsmen, the opposition to 
the plan of integration by many 
members of the public, and 
particularly parents of white 
students, failed to subside. 
Whether the white students 
who were the troublemakers, 
stood for segregation of the 
races in schools as the result 
of their environment over the 
years, or because of the intense 
campaign that was focused 
upon that issue by adults, does 
not appear, but the indispu- 
table fact is that certain of the 
white students demonstrated 
their hostility to integration by 
overt acts of violence and mis- 
conduct, committed within the 
school building, as well as by 
destruction of school property 
through acts of vandalism. 


Review of School Year. 


The events which occurred | 
during the school year may be 
summarized as fellows:

Test at Little Rock 


By its co and sound decision in 
the Little Rock school case, the United States 
Court of Appeals has laid down portentous 
responsiblities, first for the citizens of Little 
Rock, and next for the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration. Ae 

In essence this was nota decision about 
school desegregation. .It was a decisidn about 
the observance of law, respect for thé courts, 
devotion to the constitutional principles which 
lie at the heart of the American democracy. 
All of these had been challenged by a little 
group of willful men and a reckless, self- 
serving governor. Had the Court of Appeals 
permitted the challenge to succeed — per- 
mitted violent resistance in effect to set pre- 
vious court decisions aside—it would indeed, 
as Judge Matthes wrote in his splendid opin- 


ion, have invited similar violence in other: 


districts. 

Here is the point to bear in mind—that the 
initiative for social disturbance over school 
desegregation comes not from those who up- 
hold law but from those who subvert it. The 
South’s statesmen, instead of shedding croc- 
odile tears about the allegedly tragic conse- 
quences of this decision, ought to be remind- 
ing themselves of this fact, and resolving to 
give aid to law observance rather than to 
law defiance. 

In the circumstances of Little Rock, the so- 
cial problem of school integration has been re- 
duced to the minutest possible proportions. 
A mere handful of exceptionally brave Negro 
pupils is trying to carry out in purely token 
form the Supreme Court’s unanimous deci- 
sion that school doors shall not be closed to 
Americans on account of race. The school 
board's integration plan is as moderate, grad- 
ualist and noninflammatory as any plan could 
be. The question is not whether a few Negro 
students can attend school peacefully with 
white students —of course they can — but 
whether the community as a whole can sus- 
tain law and order. 

The first responsibility rests upon: the cit- 
izens of Little Rock. As the 6-1 majority of 
the court pointed out, the school board has 
not used its right to seek injunctive relief in 
the courts against any who try to interfere 
by violence. Nor has it made full use of its 
disciplinary powers against pupil trouble- 
makers. Above all, the good citizens.of Little 
Rock, who must be in a decisive majority, 
need to make it clear that they support the 
courts and not the apostles of violence. 

An equal if not greater responsibility rests 
upon the Eisenhower Administration and 
specifically upon the Department of Justice. 
It too bore some of the onus for last year’s 
unfortunate experience by failing to act until 
only federal troops could keep order. The 
newly confirmed Assistant Attorney General, 
W. Wilson White, ought to move at once to 
prepare the way for sympathetic aid to the 
school board backed by firm enforcement of 
the law. 

In one sense, Little Rock has now become 
a crucial test for the whole nation. It is up 
to the whole nation to meet it. 


All That Whisky 


The extension of the tax deadline on bonded 
whisky from eight to 20 years, which the Sen- 
ate has now agreed upon with the House, is a 
mixed question. Chairman Byrd of the Finance 
Committee denounced it as a windfall for dis- 
tillers because it postpones $1,400,000,000 in 
taxes on 126,000,000 gallons of whisky which 
would otherwise have come due this year and 
next. Seagram and Hiram Walker opposed 
it as special legislation for Schenley which 
would give that distiller an unfair competitive 
advantage. National Distillers and Chemical 
Corp., which complete the Big Five, went 
along with Seagram and Walker. 

But the over-riding consideration, it seems 
to us, is stability in the distilling industry, 
making unnecessary the market dumping and 
other desperate measures which would .be 
against the public interest.. The huge stocks 
which the distillers, prin¢ipally Schenley, built 
up in the early days of the Korean War, antic- 
ipating a shutdown as in the Second World 
War, were pressing against the .eight.year 
deadline. Even the. United States Treasury 
came to the conclusion last year that the tax 
deadline should be extended to 20 years, 
though it opposed applying the extension. to 
existing stocks as does the legislation just 
passed. In any event the Treasury will eollect 
the taxes due whenever the whisky is brought 
out of storage and sold. ~% 

And if, as the four objecting distillers fear, 
many buyers. think 9, 10, 11 and 12-year-old 
whisky is better than 8-year-old whisky, there 
is nothing to prevent them from producing 
older-age whiskies as well as Schenley. The 
important thing is for Congress to keep an 
eye on the situation and see that safe and 
sane methods of business operation are 
maintained.

On the premise that Lebanon and Jordan 
were in such dire danger that only armed 
forces from outside could save them, the 
troops. cotuld afford to leave now only when 
replaced by a U.N. armed force of compar- 
able strength. The Norwegian resolution, 
however, quietly. postpones to an indefinite 
future the question of setting up a U.N. 
armed force., Instead, it authorizes Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold to make such 
arrangements as he considers adequate. 

Mr. Hammarskjold has already told the 
Assembly in a general way what kind of 
arrangements he has. in mind. Just’as he 
maintained from the beginning that U.N. 
observers were enough for Lebanon, so in 
his report at the opening of the special As- 
sembly session he suggested for both Lebanon 
and Jordan the strengthening of existing U.N. 
activities there. 

That could mean expanding the observer 
force already in Lebanon, or expanding the 
Israel-Arab Truce Supervision Organization 
now in Jordan and other countries. The Jor- 
dan government is saying that though it re- 
jects U.N. observers it is willing to co-operate 
with Mr. Hammarskjold—which could well 
open the way to sending in observers in the 
guise of additional truce supervisors. 

The Russians may fight the Norwegian 
resolution out of a reluctance to give up 
their propaganda for immediate withdrawal 
of troops, but why anybody else should 
seriously oppose it is not apparent. With Mr, 
Hammarskjold directed to report to the reg- 
ular Assembly session by Sept. 30 (after the 
date when the new Lebanese government 
takes over), there is every reason to hope 
that the troops could be withdrawn very close 
to that date if everybody were reasonable. 


No Deals With. Jimmy Hoffa 

The AFL-CIO Executive Council has upheld 
its president, George Meany, in his demand 
that affiliated unions end their mutual assist- 
ance pacts with the ousted Teamsters union.

Over the long run this decision surely will | 


benefit all workers and all unions. 

Had the Council failed to act as it did, last 
fall’s expulsion of the Teamsters would have 
been largely nullified. The union would have 
been enabled to sneak back into the fold 
through the back door, and the Teamster 
leadership, which the AFL-CIO has branded 
“corrupt,” would have been more thoroughly 
entrenched in power than ever. : 

Equally important, those of the Teamster 
rank-and-file who might have been encour- 
aged to rid themselves of James R. Hoffa and 
his associates would have had the rug pulled 
from under them. The. thugs and hoodlums 
on the Teamster payroll would have had a 
free hand to persuade dissidents that per- 
sonal safety lay in conformity. 

The AFL-CIO Executive Council’s decision 
underscores the ouster of the Teamsters and 
makes it real and meaningful. It says in 
effect the federation cannot give aid and 
comfort to those who are responsible for de- 
spoiling an important American labor union. 
It reiterates that whenever rank-and-file 
members free themselves from what Mr. 
Meany describes (and the McClellan com- 
mittee has documented) as the “thoroughly 
‘corrupt leadership” of James Hoffa and many 
of his associates, the Teamsters will be wel- 
comed back. 


*.. Overshadowed for the Present 


In some respects the Metropolitan Free- 
holders have tended to overshadow two other 
groups studying governmental change in St. 
Louis county. They are the Singer Commit- 
tee on Municipalities and Services, and the 
County Council’s so-called Citizens’ Commit- 
tee on Charter Revision. Both have submitted 
reports within the last few days. 

The Freeholders enjoy power not only to 
make general recommendations; they actually 
can and presumably will submit detailed pro- 
posals to the people at the polls. Moreover, 
three of the four constitutional options under 
which the Freeholders could adjust city- 
county relationships might very well be the 
vehicles for: substantial internal reform in 
the county. Only the fourth option, the 
metropolitan district method, is not suscep- 
tible to such treatment. 

Within the next 90 days or so the main 
direction in which the Freeholders intend 
moving ought to be visible. If it is along 
the lines of a metropolitan district, ‘for ex- 
ample, then the county can move to carry 
out the internal improvements recommend- 
ed by the two committees. It should be rec- 
ognized, however, that the charter changes 
urged by the Citizens’ committee fall far 
short of what is needed to make the unwieldy 
county government into a business-like entity, 


In the meantime, the County Council ought 
to concentrate on seeing what can be done 
to. advance those recommendations of the 
Singer committee that can be put in effect 
now with little or no expense. These could 
pave the way for real improvements in mu- 
nicipal service. The “contract method” under 
which various arms of the county government 
provide particular services by contract to 
the various mitinicipalities is a case in point. 
This should be promoted. There is no need 
for all reform in the county to mark time 
while the Freeholders deliberate. 
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“WHEW!”

Young Indian Engineers Study in America to Supply Their Country's Steel

“This is a home run ball,” said C. 
K. P. Raman, a young engineer from 
India, as he playfully tossed a base- 
ball in the air.

Mr. Raman is 
one of 200 young engineers from 
India who came to the United States 
last fall to study steelmaking opera- 
tions and practices in American steel 
plants. 

Although they've found time for 
baseball, concerts and sight-seeing, 
they aren’t taking lightly. their work 
in this country. These young men 
are here to learn steelmaking, and 
they're studying hard. They are par- 
ticipants in IN STEP—the Indian 
Steel Training and Educational Pro- 
gram. 


IN STEP is a co-operative under- 
taking, established to help speedqup 
the industrialization of India, one of 
Asia’s most important free nations. 


Public Opinion 


A vitally important program to India, 
it will ultimately bring more food 
and material goods to India’s 380,- 
000,000 people. 

Rich in.natural resources, India, 
nevertheless, lacks one essential for 
reaching its industrial potential—a 
sufficient number of trained workers 
of management caliber to man the 
growing Indian steel industry. 


The IN STEP trainees, when they 
return to their native land, will be- 
come supervisors in twa of India’s 
three new steel plants. 

IN STEP was founded following 
discussions held by the Government 
of India, the Ford Foundation, the 
foreign relations committee of Amer- 
ican Iron and Stee] Institute and 
Carnegie Institute of Technology. 
The Foundation made a grant of 
$1,500,000 to provide for the instruc- 
tion, housing and other expenses of 
200 trainees while in the United 
States. Carnegie Tech accepted the 
responsibility of administering the 
program. 

Five engineering colleges, includ- 
ing Tech, and seven steel companies 
are assisting in the education of the 
engineers. United States Steel is 
helping to train 75 of the young 
men, 43 in Pittsburgh district plants 
and 32 in Chicago plants. The United 
Steelworkers of America has also 
given the IN STEP program its co- 
operation and strong support. 

India has made great progress dur- 
ing her ten years as a free nation, 
already having stepped up agricul- 


tural output to a marked degree. 


One of the major phases of India’s 


current program for progress is to 
expand the annual productive capaci- 
ty of its steel industry from 1,600,000 
tons to 5,000,000 tons. Increased 
steel production will provide more 
and better tools for both agriculture 
and industry. And increased produc- 
tivity on the farm and in the plant 
will mean more food, clothing and 
—— goods for the people of 
ndia. 


In its forward planning for an ex- 
panded steel industry, India made 
contracts with three countries—Eng- 
land, West Germany and Russia. 
Each of these countries agreed to 
build one plant and to train a num- 
ber of young engineers to the limit 
of its capacity.

No Experience Necessary From the Chicago Daily Tribune

The A.BC. tournament, 
which hasn't been held in St. 
Louis since 1911, will open 
Feb. 14. It most likely will end 
May 5. 

If the maximum of 6000 
teams enter, the 1959 event will 
be the fifth largest tournament 
in A.B.C. history. There will 
be 38 lanes going day and night 
during the nearly three-month 
period, with most bowlers com- 
peting in five-man teams, sin- 
gles and doubles events.

GENERALLY, you don't see 
kids just. being kids any more. 
But recently I put in several 
days of research at Camp Iron- 
dale with the Boy Scouts and 
I'm happy to report that boys 
still are boys. 

I tagged along to Irondale 
with Troop 192 from the 
Gardenville School in South 
St. Louis. By week’s end, I had 
learned that my fears for youth 
were unfounded, that there's 
more to nature than growing 
erab grass ir my front yard, 
and that year-round scouting 
activities in the city are just 
preliminary to the real thing: 
living with, on and by nature. 

Camp lIrondale is located 
about 100 miles south of St. 
Louis—far enough away so that 
mom can’t rescue her boy in 
the event of a sudden squall. 
And it’s strange how unimpor- 
tant office and factory problems 
become to leaders at Irondale. 
The legs, you find, were actual- 


Thus I began the next day 
rather uncomfortably, saying 
to my 12-year-old son, “Mr. 
Kiesewetter, everyone else is 
on the parade ground ready 
for a bird walk and you had 
better shake a leg, sir.” 

Probably the top event of 
any week at Irondale is the 
Order of the Arrow tap out. 
The Order of the Arrow, 
known throughout scouting by 
its initials OA, is a Scout 
honor, camping and service 
organization, run entirely by 
Scouts.

Another and somewhat more 
effective method is to install 
a commercial type gutter guard 
which can be purchased at 
most hardware stores and 
building supply houses. These 
come in easily handled lengths 
and can be secured either to 
the gutter or to the roof. Prop- 
erly installed the guards will 
keep the gutters clean and 
make it unnecessary to sweep 
them out. 

Before installing the guards 
the gutters should be clean 
and the downspouts flushed 
out. Check over the gutters 
for any signs of rust or decay. 
Badly rusted areas on galvan- 
ized gutters should be cleaned 
and then coated with roofing 
cement. Into the cement bed 
place building paper and then 
coat over this with fore ce- 
ment, There are special gutter 
patching materials available 
which will give an even more 
durable patch. 

The life of a wood gutter can 
be extended by lining it with 
metal before the guards are 
installed or by coating the in- 
side with roofing cement.

It seems to me, therefore, that one of the first 
things we must ask in considering the Mideast 
question is: What happens te Jordan? 


Just what Robert Murphy, Assistant Secretary of State, 
told President Nasser in their conference recently has not 
been revealed. But if, as reported, Nasser is more irre- 
solute than he previously had been, it might be that he was 
warned of certain things that would make him cautious in 
his next move. 

In any case, the western powers should speak clearly 
of their intentions to protect the borders of Israel, as they 
would do in any other Mideast country. This would prove 
helpful in any negotiations.
